GREAT FIRE IN 
; San Francisco, 20th'Tuly. 


4 large fire broke’ out in Chinatown yastor- 
doy morning and spread desolation over a consi- 
derable aren of the Chinese quarter, Abont 4.30 
am, Extraman Robinett, of No. . enginé, and 
atemp-lightor, while following his route, first 
Saw tho flames issning from a frame building at 
No. 916 Stooleton-atreet. The alarm was turned 
in from box 25. Chiet Scannell says that wher 
0 arrived on the scene all was in a big blaze, 
ond the whole rear of the buildings about, the 
odrner of Washington and Stockton-stroets were 
8 seething furnace, and thera was uo telling just 
whore or how the fire sturted. : It. was confined 
by tho brick builtings on the east, fronting on 

pofford alley, aud it gradually worked wast- 
ward ond southward, taking in the row of build- 
ings on Washington‘street from Nos}-9]4 ‘to 
922. ‘The tank o£ the Chinose Water Company, 
in tho rear of 914, Wasbington-street, four 
Stories high, onught fire. A Sight southwest- 
erly breezy sprang up and drove the flymes away ‘ 
from tho tank into the rear and roof,of the now 
four-story brick buildings on tho south side of 
Washington-strogt, Nos. $41 to 847, ocenpied by 
Chinesa for lodging-bouso, store, and factory 
purpdses, All these were either gutted out or 
wholly demolished, “Tho flames were continually 
breaking out on. the roofs, but shortly atter 5 
o'olock the Departmont had the blaze under oon- 
trol, and soon flooded the whole ‘with watar, 
The row fronting on Stockton-«trest, from 916 
to 922, was the oxtent of the damage. On tho 
‘othor street the destruction was not so.apparent 
from the front, but the roar of oach building bad 
fallan in, and the sidewalk in placea had caved. 
The occupants of Washington-streat, No. 841, 
were Kwonge, Chin, Yuon & Co. merchants; . 
No. 84, lodzing-house, overall factory, ete; No. 
847, cigar factory; of No. 922 Stockton-strect, 
“Tho Mexican Chaar Factory,” owed by China- 
mon; wood-yard ii the basement of No. 920, a 
shirt factory, owned hy Ah Pnok; shoo store 
aud Chinese lanadry in the.basement; No. 918, 
a lodging-honse and pants factory, ‘Thy main 
portion of fire was confined to the two franies, 
Nos. 918 to 922 Stockton-stroot. In tha latter 
building was the wood-yard of Wing, Hing & 
Co. In No. 924, a shoe store, tha goods hang 
covered by tarpanlins by the patrol, were ouly 
damaged by water, 

A box of dynamite was found by Ofcer Harry 
Hook, The discovery croated somowhat of a 
sensation and the namerons succeeding explosions 
of firsorackors and bombs caused more or less 
apprehension and elarm.
